said that the resu lt was who lly due to 
the restricted supply o f meats. 
The 
po rk supply increased by 352,000,000 
po unds, but beef decreased 632,000,000 
po unds, o r 8 *2 per cent. 
Ex po rts hav e fallen sharply in the 
last fo ur y ears, the 
repo rt 
sho wed. 
L ast y ea r’s shipm ents o f 352,000,000 
po unds were 
appro x im ately 
25 
per 
cent belo w the fig ure fo r 19 26. while 
in 19 23 slig htly mo re than a billio n 
po unds o f Am erican meat were so ld in 
fo reig n m arkets. 
Last y ear’s im po rts 
o f 114,000,000 po unds

his im practicability the commission, 
he said, abandoned the plan. 
“ Any plan for im provem ent of the 
iver m ust be based on holding 
the 
-tiearn in one place”, Commissioner 
West said. 
He pointed out th a t one billion cub­ 
ic yards of bank m aterial 
is taken 
iway by the river annually. 
If this 
an he stopped, he said, and the force 
of the current controlled, the 
rivei 
necessarily would he forced 
to 
eat 
away at the bottom, making its chan­ 
nel deeper. 
This g reater carrying ca- 
oacity would take care of the 
same 
volume at the sam e surface elevation 
as now m aintained, 
L. L. Ilidinger, a Memphis engineer, 
submitted a new plan of flood control 
to the com m ittee which calls 
for 
a 
control in the spillway outlet through 
the St. Francis Basin from Cape Gir­ 
ardeau. 
It was testified th a t such an outlet 
would take out 300,00 cubic feet per 
second from the main stream through 
a channel to be dredged to the low­ 
lands.

thence through St. Francis Basin in­ 
to the St. F r a n k s River, which flows 
ir.to the Mississippi.

While the danger of loss by floods is 
one of the necessary hazards of farm ­ 
ing in many sections of the country, 
especially in the spring 
and 
early 
summer and in the fall, it does 
not 
follow that severe floods one year will 
be duplicated the next. 
At this time 
last year there was already evidence 
that the Mississippi 
system 
would 
have high river stages, due to inces­ 
sant and torrential rains, and it be 
came evident very early in the spring 
that disastrous flooding was certain. 
According to the W eather Bureau 
of the United States Department 
of 
Agriculture, 
unless 
the 
rains that 
cause high water in the 
Mississippi 
region are considerably above normal 
during the next two months, the pros­ 
pects so far this year is that 
there 
will be no great flood such as in 1927. 
The rivers will rise, as they usually 
do in the spring, and some areas may 
be partly flooded, but present indica­ 
tions are that there will be no calam­ 
itous rising of river levels. 
The river and flood 
division of the 
Weather Bureau undertakes to warn 
dwellers of the lowlands 
along 
the 
larger streams of the various 
river 
stages an«l the coming 
of dangerous 
floods. 
It does not have facilities for 
extending that service to the 
small 
streams that are liable to flood from 
so-called cloudburst rains. 
The 
re­ 
cent development of radio transm iss­ 
ion has enormously increased the dis­ 
tribution of flood warnings so as 
to 
make it practicable now for 
almost 
everyone interested 
or 
affected 
to 
receive them more readily and much 
earlier than ever before.

373.000.000 POl NDS IN 19271 


Washington, February 13.—Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture figures show the 
production of meats in 
the 
United 
States declined 373,000,000 pounds in 
1927 in comparison with the preced­ 
ing year. 
The amounts were 16,872,- 
000 pounds last year and 
17,245,000 
the year before. 
The per capita consumption drop­ 
ped from 142.8 to 1*9.3 pounds. 
The 
lepartment in announcing the figures 
said that the result was wholly due to 
the restricted supply of meats. 
The 
pork supply increased by 352,000,000 
pounds, but beef decreased 632.000.000 
pounds, or 8 1? per cent. 
Exports have fallen sharply in the 
last four years, the 
report 
showed 
Last year’s shipment- of 352.000,000 
p ou n d s were 
approximately 
25 
per 
cent below the figure for 1926, while 
in 1923 slightly nioie than a billion 
pound? of American meat were sold in 
foreign markets. 
Last year’s imports

those of 1926 and

The beef situation was described by 
the department as “bad” and it was 
noted that the herds were being con­ 
sumed.

1 have just returned from a thor­ 
ough investigation in Germany, and 
T feel that I am in a position to tell 
exactly why Germany was willing to 
force us into the war against 
her— 
rather than give up 
her 
submarine 
campaign. 
She forced us into the war because 
she 
thought 
our 
unpreparedness 
would give her the time to obtain 
a 
decision if not a knockout from 
the 
allies. 
This is the only conclusion 
which 
(*an be drawn 
from 
positive state 
ments made to me by officers 
who 
were members of the 
general 
staff 
which made the plans for the war be­ 
fore it began and directed it through­ 
out, writes Brig. Gen. H enry J. Reilly 
in the Cosmopolitan Magazine. 
They 
were all w illing to talk without any 
hesitancy as 
long as it 
was under­ 
stood their names would not Ik* used. 
One in particular, a “ Hindenburg 
man”, gave me such 
n clear 
outline 
that only direct quotations enn do it 
justice. 
“For the great 
German 
general 
-taff the war from the begininng had 
been a race against 
tim e— tim e 
to 
knock out Fiance before Russia was 
to fight—time to knock out both 
of 
them before England was ready with 
a real army. 
“ We 
believed 
only 
bad 
German 
leadership had pereventod us 
from 
doing this.

since the first month. 
When she en­ 
tered she had a large standing army. 
As she 
had 
had 
conscription 
for 
years, the great majority of her men 
were trained soldiers ready for instant 
service. 
Y et she had sent no troops 
to Europe despite the needs 
of 
the 
Allies. 
‘‘Because Britain relied upon vol­ 
unteering she.had raised her new arm ­ 
ies slow ly, sending them to France by 
detachm ents. 
Each had suffered loss 
in battle before the next had arrived. 
In this w ay a large part of her man­ 
power had been used 
up 
in 
small 
blows instead of driving at us united­ 
ly. 
There was every reason to believe 
American troop« would be fed piece 
by piece into the furnace of war in the 
same manner and for the sam e rea­ 
son”. 
As he continued I thought of how 
later_only General Pershing’s deterini- 
"Hindenburg came to power before nation and the way in which Presi- 
Am erica’s entry. 
We believed 
his .dent W ilson and Secretary of 
War 
leadership would enable us to win the Baker backed him up, had 
prevented 
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race before America could get ready 
—because of your absolute unprepar­ 
edness.” 
For a moment he hesitated, then 
he went on: 
“If a man threatening to shoot you 
suddenly throws 
away 
his 
pistol, 
would you he frightened? 
If a prize 
fighter broke training a month before 
his big fight, would his opponent be 
discouraged? 
In 1916. when 
Presi­ 
dent Wilson was sending us ultim a­ 
tums threatening war, he was at the 
same time disbanding the small army 
that he had taken all the summer of 
1916 to get together on the Mexican 
border. 
Does it seem now we were 
utter fools for figuring it would take 
years for you really to face us with 
an effective fighting arm y—and that 
in those intervening years we had 
a 
good chance to win? 
“Today, ten years after the w~ar is 
over, the truth is finally being told— 
and believed”, he went on. 
“Allied war propaganda had taught 
you that Russian steam roller 
was 
flattening us out on one side, while 
the British, French and Italians over­ 
whelmed us on the other— that 
we 
were on our last legs with our hacks 
to the wall”. 
I interrupted 
him for 
a moment. 
‘And like most war propaganda, that 
was the opposite of the truth”. 
“ Exactly right” , he continued. 
“ We 
had beaten Russia so thoroughly that 
we held a line far within her 
terri­ 
tory. 
On our side of this line was all 
of Lithuania and Poland, new nations 
today mostly made up of what used to 
he Russia. 
We had wiped Rumania 
and Serbia off the map. 
We 
had 
failed in the first Battle of the Marne 
and at Verdum to put 
France 
out. 
However, we had caused 
her 
army 
u:h tremendous losses that we knew 
it could never regain full strength. 
“This same war 
propaganda 
had 
filled you with tales of Britain’s tre­ 
mendous strength. 
All true, but all 
giving a false 
imppression 
because 
not telling that it took Britain near­ 
ly two years— until the summer 
of 
1916— to put an army in France iarge 
enough to interfere 
seriously with 
our plans by fighting. 
“And this war 
propaganda 
was 
really favorable 
to 
us 
because 
it 
made you believe that if Britain, un­ 
prepared in 11)14, could jump in with 
such splendid 
results 
im m ediately, 
you could do the same. 
If you enter­ 
et! the war, however, we 
were 
only 
interested in what fighting 
against 
us you could do and when you could 
do it. 
“ We had watched 
you 
take 
six 
months to gather up 200,000 national 
guard tr<*>ps, send them to the M exi­ 
can border the summ er of 1916, train 
and equip them for war. 
Then, just 
a« they were finally ready, you sent 
them hack to their homes. 
“ Wre had watched 
the 
failure 
of 
your ‘preparedness’ advocates to 
get 
congress really to make war plans”, 
he continued. 
“ We had seen 
Lord 
Roberts and other British leaders thru 
two long years try by every possible 
means to persuade the British pee.ue 
to adopt a draft or conscription law 
to build up their arm ies at the front 
and keep them full. 
They had failed. 
“ If Britain with her empire at stake 
wouldn’t have the draft, why would 
the United States when nothing more 
than the sinking of her ships, destruc­ 
tion of her cargoes and killing of her 
nationals at sea were involved? 
“The British were already finding 
out that there is a lim it to the size of 
an army which can be raised by volun­ 
teering. 


this happening to our own troops. 
“Just as Britain had entered 
th* 
war in 1914 unprepared, so would you 
enter it. 
Judging from your history 
during your Civil War. the Spanish- 
American War and above all the year 
1916, there was no reason to believe 
you would do better than Britain.

water supply systems.

munities of less than 1000 population 
have water plants, the Blue Book stat­ 
es. 
Of these 220 communities 
having 
water supply systems, 100 are served 
by municipally owned plants, ami 
54 
hy privately owned plants, according 
to the Blue Book. 
“ It has been truly said 
that 
the 
people of Missouri are no longer sat­ 
isfied with just 
'safe' 
water,” 
the 
Blue Book continues. 
“They demand 
a ‘manufactured* article, clear, pleas­ 
ant to the taste and pleasing to 
the 
eye. 
The use of purifying processes 
ami c h e m ic a ls make the average wa­ 
ter supply as truly ‘manufactured’ as 
me commercial beverages. 
“Not so long ago any water which 
bubbled out of the ground in a spring 
was deemed absolutley pure. Research 
ami science have proven that not all 
spring water is pure. 
The liability 
of water to disease and infection, ami 
the rapidity with which water-borne 
diseases are disseminated have caus­ 
ed trained and experienced water ex­ 
perts to refuse to accept any 
water 
as pure until it has passed a thorough 
chemical test. 
“No matter how pure the source of 
supply may be. the companies cannot 
trust to nature for the purity of 
the 
water they distribute. 
Their chem­ 
ists test it twice, or 
oftener, 
each 
day for impurities”. 
The Blue Book asserts that custom­ 
ers of water companies 
in Missouri 
get 1000 gallons of 
pure, 
palatable 
water, equal to 4 1-6 tons in weight, 
or two two-horse wagon loads, 
de­ 
livered at any hour 
of the 
day 
or 
night to any part of the home where 
there is a faucet, for an average price 
of 29 
cents. 
The 
companies claim 
this makes the water supply “cheap­ 
er than dirt” in Missouri.

Philadelphia, Pa.,

Discovery of the tomb of a Sumerian 
Queen, apparently 
left 
undisturbed 
by vandals who plundered her royal 
husband’s grave nearby some 
5000 
years ago, has given to the joint ex­ 
pedition of the Museum of the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania and the Brit­ 
ish Museum the richest treasures thus 
far found in Ur of the Chaldees, a re­ 
port received from Ur today reveals. 
In the newly discovered graves were 
lying not only the body of the Queen, 
whose name, “Shub-Ad”, appears on a 
cylinder seal she wore, but also two 
crowns of gold and lapis lazuli, gold 
finger rings, neeklaces, 
amulets,
